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MEN TRAINED FOB WAR 
" It Is a foregone conclusion that the 'Univer- 
sal military training program ■ newly an- 
nounced by a special commission will be 
bitterly contested next year by many In con- 
gress. This Is so evon though congress has 
endorsed the DMT principle. 

The lost bill establishing the commission 
to study the issue and make recommendations 
was essentially the' product of delaying forces 
strongly opposed to UMT. A stralghtout meas- 
ure creating a training program could get 
post Just one house. 

The same force* will be arrayed against 
UMT next year. Their strength" may very well 
be augmentod, since 1052 Is on election year 
and many legislators are certain to view 
compulsory military training as repugnant 

politically as'hlgher taxes. - 

. Nevertheless, the statesmen on capltol hill 
who understand the Imperative need for some 
sort of training system must use every re- 
source at their command to put a program 
Into effect In 1952. 

The entire • American defense set-up, as 
conceived when the Korean war shook the 
nation- out of lie sleep of complacency. Is 
founded on the concept of reserve strength. 
. The men . entrusted .with rebuilding our 
military power and gearing the economy to 
support It, recognized at the start that we 
could not create a vast standing army nor 
convert industry into a huge war machine. 
If. war should be successfully avoided, or at 
least long postponed, such an army and war 
mac hi ne would Impose burdens that might 
■pell economic rum. 

Therefore It was decided to pin our hope 
on the minimum amount of "defense in being" 
necessary to prevent us from being an- 
nihilated by a sudden enemy stroke — enough 
military substance to allow us to hold off 
the adversary until our full might can be 
organized and- brought to bear against him. 

In the field of industry, that meant build- 
ing more pianos, .tonlu.-guns and other mili- 
tary essentials than we had had since World 
wax H. But, more. Importantly, It meant tre- 
ating great additional reserve capacity to pro- 
duce weapons, so that with quick conversion 
we could be In high gear for war. 

That, plan is making real strides. The 
economic foundations of a successful defense 
ar e J)eing_coundly__constructed. _, 



But the same cannot be said in manpower. 
There the requirement Is for a tremendous 
pool of professionally trained military re- 
servists — men basically fit to Jump Into ad- 
- vanced military schooling at the first signal 
of war. All top military men are convinced of 
this necessity; the complexity of modern war- 
fare has doomed the largely untrained civil- 
ian army on which we have depended In the 
past. 

The potentials of lightning attack by air 
and land are far too menacing today to pcr- 
■ - mlt us to enjoy the luxury of leisurely creat- 
__lng_on_eifectlva. army and -war- machine-vir- 
tually out of nowhere. The groundwork must 
be laid long In advance, If disaster Is not 
to be swift and sure. 

The national security training commission 
has urged a six-month training program for 
all 18-year-olds mentally and physically 
qualified. It has gone out of Its way to hedge 
the plan about with safeguards for the moral, 
religious and educational development of 
American youth. 

'The commission's plan commends Itself to 
congress as one carefully framed to meet all 
honest objection to UMT without compromis- 
ing the minimum fundamental of a train- 
ing program that really equips the nation 
with the military manpower pool it vitally 
needs to bo sale.

The cold war In Berlin la fought under 
curious ground rules. The Russians constant- 
ly keep ,the heat on, annoylng the western 
powers every place they can. And the western 
nones keep bombarding the eastern zone with 
antl-communlst propaganda, through news- 
papers and radio. Each side would like to get 
the other out. But without any formal agree- 
ment, neither side monkeys with the water 
supply and sewage systems. To do so would 
Inconvenience their own forces as much as 
their opponents. 

Only four-power cooperation remaining in 
effect is the air safety ccntcr^where all forces 
are supposed to fllo flight plans, to prevent 
crashes. Only the Russians don't file any plans 
■ for their hew twin-engined Jets. 

Also, there's the Spandau prison, where 
Rudolph Hess, Adm. Karl Raeder, ex-Hitler 
finance minister Walter Funk and other con- 
^cMd_ju^jvar_crimInals_are,keDt._Thc four, 
powers operate Lhis prison a month at a time, 
In rotation. 

When the Americans operate Spandau, 
they feed the prisoners as they would "be fed 
and cared for In American prisons. Then the 
Russians take over and starve the prisoners. 
The French feed them a little better, and the 
British a little better than the French. "Which 
, leaves It up to the Americans to put the pris- 
oners back In condition to face another 
month of Russian starvation.

The extent o( Washington skulduggery 
has not yet been revealed, and probably never will 
be. 

In other words, baseball has become cleaner, while 
politic* tisa become dlrtlorrThcrfllore, It seems pre- 
sumptuous for congress even to consider the question 
of regulating and regimenting sportsmen. 

JURISDICTION— Current Interest in (Uture rela- 
tions between government and professional sports 
has been aroused by the department of justice 'a anti- 
trust suit against the major football leagues' tele- 
vision restrictions. 

Atty.-Qen. J. Harold McOrath contends that pro- 
hibition of television of -games in adjacent areas, 
which Is designed to promote home attendance. Is a 
monopolistic action. 

' For this' contention to ba upheld by the courts, 
football would have to be adjudged an Interstate 
ftctMty subject to federal Jurisdiction. II this view 
.should prevail. It follows that baseball may likewise 
become a federal pawn. The same principle would hold, 
according to legal experts. 

UNTOUCHABLE — Numerous prominent lawyers 
with department of Justlco contacts believe McOrath 
dld.not. reftllEA theJmpllcaHons.ol_tho_foothali_sult 
on the baseball problem, when he permitted eager 
young lawyers In the nntl-trust division to bring this 

The' politically minded McOrath, It Is understood, 
thought the attempt to Increase the television audience 
would prove popular among set owners now unable to. 

Already the 
polltleos are beginning to talk ot the "television vole" 
In the same way they refer to the "veterans vote" and 
the "labor vote." 

Luckily, the supremo court frequently Views Judicial 
questions from tha practical as well as tho legal stand- 
point, even though It necessitates strained Interpre- 
tations. 

On tills basis, the high tribunal has looked upon 
baseball as a national venture that should not bo 
hampered _by_law, lawyers or politicians. In their 
"opinion, 11 should be almost ns untouchable as a 
man's religion and personal' beliefs.

TELEVISION A LA FEItON 

Television Is a powerful political force, as Americans 
discovered three years beo, or as the British house- 
wife discovered this week in watching the handsome 
Anthony Eden.- But the latest electorate to catch 
up with TV, Broadcasting magazine'' reports, la in 
Argentina. And there is moro to Argentine television 
than will meet the Are en tine eye. 

TV was introduced there recently an loyalty day. a 
day devoted to all things Per on. This was aultablo 
enough, since television also will be devoted to Peron. 
Though ostensibly a free and private enterprise. 
Argentine TV li partof Radio Dclgrano. which In turn 
Is part of the tremendous holdings of Evltn Peron. 

This unofficial (act was acknowledged aCtlclally In 
a statement that Radio Bclgrnno was, through TV, 
"acting as agent for tho ministry ot telecommunica- 
tions." Moreover, the Peron government sold Argen- 
tine television was the "best In the world, tar clearer 
than that In the United States, because o( the com- 
petence of Argentine technicians." 

Tho truth! was that the equipment was American, 
and was installed by Americans, but truth Is a 
mystic quality In the Argentine government. And 
the trpth about Argentine television Is something like 
the truth about the Argentine atom bomb In this 
respect. 

Despite tho propaganda. It turns out there are 
very few TV receivers In Buenos Aires, these being 
American and expensive. So television la unlikely to 
affect President Peron's chances for reelection on 
Nov. 11. no matter how. often he appears on It- We 
now wait to see the outcome of Evlta'a low necklines, 
and expect no backtalk. After all. aha owns the 
works,— St. Louis Post-Dispatch.

BRUSSELS, Belgium (NEA) — 
T&u - prosperous and tight little 
country Is off the beaten track of 
world communication. Less news 
comes out of Belgium for publica- 
tion in the world press than per- 
haps any other country "in Europe. 
Yet It is a food 
story. - 

Belgium prob- 
ably h a a come 
closer- to-achlcT- 
Ing the Ideals of 
American de- 
mocracy than any 
other country In 
Europe. It is 
strictly a (ree en- 
terprise country. 
In this it is In 
marked contrast 
to a rest Britain. 
Nothing la nationalized In Belgium 
except distribution ol electrlo power. 
Belgium's great political figure, Paul 
Henri Spaak, has frequently de- 
clared that the United States has 
more "socialism- in It* economy 
than Belgium. 

This In ltsoll Is something of a 
paradox. Belgium Is constitutionally 
a monarchy with a king. Vet Its 
chamber o( deputies, corresponding 
to tho U. a. house ot representatives 
Is made up of US Christian social- 
ists, 70 socialists, 30 liberals and 7 
communists. This communist' 
strength, Incidentally, represents a 
reduction from 33 communist depu- 
ties In ISlfl. Belgium has done more 
to stamp out communism than al- 
most any other, country In Europe. 

Labor In Belgium la highly or- 
ganised, as in the United States, It 
has had its share of strikes. Labor 
unions won broad concessions tying 
wage levels to the cost of living. La- 
bor leaders are In the process ot 
forcing an excess -pro fits tax on 
business. Business leaders here 
recognize, as does enlightened man- 
agement In the United States, the 
legitimate demands of workers. 
There Is a high degree of paternal- 
ism on the part of Belgian employ- 
ers towards their employes. The 
Belgian people demand and get a 
high standard of living! 

Right after tho war they put their 
country through the wringer. They 
beat down all the Inflationary 
forces. They stabilized their cur- 
rency. The result la that today the 
Belgian franc Is as sound as any 



currency In Europe, Including tha 
svlu (rone. Belgian trade Is bal- 
anced. Belgium needs no Marshall 
plan aid, though her unique posi- 
tion requires some adjustment with 
other economies of Europe. 
. Belgium today has grabbed onto 
the big Idea of a en. Dwlght' D.< 
Elsenhower's European army In an 
exemplary manner. Hating commu- 
nism, knowing that It was Incom- 
patlbla-with-thtlr-oonoept-ot'a-fraa 
country, the realists of Belgium 
backed the North Atlantic treaty. 

In 1040 Belgium had ons division 
st two- thirds full strength. By next 
July she will have three full divi- 
sions, Her navy and air force' expan- 
sion, starting from scratch, is even 
more Impressive. 

Belgium has two-year conscrip- 
tion. Her full mobilization program 
will give her the equivalent pi one 
division for every 3,500,000 Inhabi- 
tants. I( every other NATO country 
did as well, there' would be CO Euro- 
pean' divisions for General Elsen- 
hower 'to command. And there 
would be no need to have U. S. 
troops stationed In Europe. 

Financially, the Belgians have 
done equally as well. With a gross 
nation ol product of approximately 
$sa,000,000.000/~BeIclum has a total 
government budget of llfl.000.000,- 
000 and a defense budttet of 14,000.- 
030,000 tor next year. This Is roughly 
nine per cent of the total Belgian 
economy earmarked (or defense. 

A team of some SO U. S. army, 
navy and air torco officers. 'Under 
Brlg.-Ocn. N. A. Bumell, hesd of 
the Belsian "MAAG" or military 
assistance advisory group, now Is 
helping the country plan and train 
Its expanded military establishment. 
Like France, Belgium has stand- 
ardized on U. s. weapons and or- < 
gun Initio n. 

In ID3S Belgium hod no navy and 
very little air force. A group ot mer- 
chant ship captains escaped from 
tho nails and under British train- 
ing, formed the nucleus (or today's 
navy. Similarly, some 200 young pi- 
lots trained with the British to form 
tho basis for today's air force. The 
future Belgian defenso force will In- 
clude two army corps ol tour divi- 
sions each, a navy of eight mine 
sweeping, transport and escort , 
flotillas and an eight-group air , 
force. 1 • 

Not only that, but Belgian Indus- 



try Is being geared mto -European 
defense -production- for- an : Import- 
ant role. Jet engines- actually are 
being produced.- An anti-aircraft 
rockets program has Just started. 
A Belgian -developed anti-tank ride 
grenade Is so good it has been 
adopted by_U. S. forces In Korea. 
Alter 1SB3, Belgium wiU make all 
Its own ammunition, 

Contracts have been lot for. Bel- 
gian military-truck production by 
IBM Belgian Jeeps are already be- 
ing assembled. They will build bulla 
■ ¥or some ot their own ships, though 
electronic gear will have to be sup- 
plied by the U. B. for some time. 

Eventually, Belgium hopes to 
make all her own- a rmam ents except 
artillery larger than 10S millimeter 
and tanks. Also. Belgium will have 
excess Industrial capacity In which 
she should be able to make some 
$70,000/100 worth of arms for other 
NATO countries.

Special sizes also 
can be cut to order. 

One or the strong selling points or 
tho. Pen In post company Is that 
round pine posts are neat and at- 
tractive. They hove no splinters and 
are slow to catch fire and burn. 

Lodgepolo pines were cut in the 
forest and trimmed there. 'They 
then are trucked to the plant where 
the poles are cut Into proper length 
according to diameter and classifi- 
cation for use on the farm. 

Two types of peelers are In 
on the Penta post grounds. The 
knife type peeler Is used on large 
poles.

Reward for Lost 
Plane Is Denied 
By Local Youth 

BEND, Ore., Nov. 8 UP)— The 
bodies of three California physi- 
cians, victims of an airplane crash 
Saturday, were awaiting return to 
their homes today. Meanwhile the 
finder ot the wreckage sold he did 
not want the 11,000 reward. 

It was about noon yesterday when 
S/Sgt. Richard H. Bailey, Twin 
Falls, Ida., stationed at McChord 
Held, led a party through the woods 
near Paulina lake lodite, south of 
here, and came upon the wreckage. 

The plane apparently crashed at 
high speed and wreckage was scat- 
tered over a wide area. The victims 
were Dr. A. D, Myers, Baldwin 
Park, Calif.. Dr. Hugh Brown, Mon- 
tcbello. Colli., and .Dr. Byron Bald- 
win. Son aobrlel, Calif. 

The Baldwin family had offered 
#1.000 reword for finding the wreck- 
age. But Sergeant Bailey, sent here 
as 'port of the 'McChord field's 
search unit, sold he found the 
wreckage as part of his Job and did 
not want the reward money. 

The three physicians were return- 
ing from elk hunting near Enter- 
al the time of the crash. They 
. stopped off at Redmond to 
have lunch with relatives of Dr.

Care of Your Children

One or the discouraging things 
parents do' out of their love for 
their children Is their everlasting, 



TeJf Uial'a g odd "but why don't you 
try to do a little better and get 
AT" After a child has about burst 
the buttons-oir his jacket trylnR for 
the B or B plus, to get that "but" 
sinks his spirit to scro. "Always the 
but," said one of them the other 
day, his hands low In his pockets, a 
scowl on .his brow. X don't blame 
" m. I 

It Is natural for a parent or 
teacher to want a child to reach 
the top. to get the highest possible 
rutins- Maybe that B, that B plus, 
was the best, the utmost, he could 
achieve. Maybe what he needed to 
give him the necessary lift was a 
word of praise and a bit more per- 
sonal Instruction. 

All children cannot get A'a any 
more than all adults can be presi- 
dents of the company. Some of us 
have to be followers; skilled workers 
In our fields and mighty useful, 
too. What Is It we require of chil- 
dren? Isn't It to ~be the best sort 
of person they. can be according. ta- 
thelr equipment? Do wo expect a 
fish to climb a tree or a bird to 
swim? Why cannot we be content to 
see a child do his best and let the 
ratings fall as they may? 

A little thought and a lot or con- 
sideration Tor the feelings of a child 
would spare him "the hut" and us 
his discouraged reaction. When a 
child brings homo his report' card, 
bo prepared to find something to 
praise about It. If tho card Is what 
It. ouBht to be. a real reflection of 
the child's attitudes and accom-. 
pllshments, there will be plenty to 
praise In it. Cheer for the accom- 
plishments- and hush the failures. 
But don't forget them, don't neRlect 
them. Feet dbaut tax n way to htlp 
the child overcome his difficulties, 
but don't, bulid difficulties by mak- 
ing a B and a B plus a platform 
for -an Inspiring speech, belittling 
tho achievement. B and B plus are 
very good ratings and should be ac- 
cepted as such. 

It Is a great mistake In this mat- 
ter to praise another child's A and 
say, "Look, at your cousin. A's nil 
the time." He has probably looked 
at his. cousin without favor. And it 
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Is possible that In many ways he Is 
better than that A cousin. B boys 
_nnfl_a Irja^arp _n Qt__to_ be_desp Lied . 
They are likely to be the pillars of 
their society. What would the world, 
he without them? Accept tho good 
work and don't keep urging for that 
"little more" that might break his 
back, spiritually. Rather strengthen 
It by cheering for the good work 
accomplished. Praise Is what stimu- 
lates effort.

21 States Have No 
Laws to Prosecute 
On Athletic Fixes 

NEW YORK, Nov. 8 (fF)— Despite the widening scope of the 
basketball bribery scandal, there still arc 21 states with no 
apecilic_lawj>,ntheir books to deal with those participating in 
tho fix of an athletic contest,- an Anancintod Press" aurv'ey 
discloses. 



Of tho remaining 27 states 
and the District of Columbia 
which have tackled the problem 
seriously, Connecticut, New Jersey, 
New York and Pennsylvania have 
set iip the moat strlngest penalties 
both against the fixer and the ath- 
lete ranging to ID years Imprison, 
ment and $10,000 fines. 

Least forbidding Is a Louisiana 
statute of 1M8 which provides lor a 
maximum of six months In Jail and 

a tine up to *500 for a briber o 

athlete caught with the goodi 
Indiana fixing la a felony for the 
professional, a misdemeanor for 
amateur. 

Most of the states which have put 
teeth in their laws to (ruard tho 
public against crooked contests have 
tfotio so only sinee^M, when gam- 
blers "got to" five Brooklyn col- 
lege basketball players with an of- 
fer to '.hrow a game against Akron 
university. Up to that time tho 
possibility of fixing contests ap- 
parently had been suspected. 

iifost noticeable trend tn statutes 
recently enacted Is to provide severe 
penalties for athletes who fall to 
report. bribe offers. Minnesota, New 
Jersey and Wisconsin each Is pre- 
pared to levy 101,000 fines and a yeai 
In prison for this offense, ever 
though the bribe Is refused. 

Some states, among them Connec- 
ticut, Massachusetts, Ohio, Oregon 
and Texas, also have amended and 
broadened their laws to make the 
"shaving" of points — keeping the 
score within specified Dmlts as great 
an offense as throwing a game. 

The most unhcallhful states both 
for tho fixer and the crooked ath- 
lete at the moment appear to be 
Connecticut and Pennsylvania. 
Either, upon conviction In those 
states, Is subject to' a limit of 10 
years and f 10,000. New Jersey prom- 
ises the same to the briber, but re- 
duces It to seven years and $5,000 
for the athlete. 

New York, where the corruption 
appears lo have been greatest, now 
can sock the fixer 10 years and $10, 
000, the athlete five years and 110, 
000.
